TURKEY MAY SOON SURRENDER 


Second American Division Sam the Brunt of 
the Recent Hard Fighting Taking 
Place'In Champagne. 


(B y the Associated Press.) 
Forced from Cambrai, one of the strong pillars of the Hindenburg 
system, the Germans are today being driven back toward the French 
frontier under heavy onslaught of third and fourth British armies, 
aided by American troops. 
Apparently the Germans have now lost 
the Hindenburg line from Cam brai to St. Quentin. 
Field Marshal Haig resumed his attack this morning and reports 
rapid progress is being made on a front of more 
than 
thirty 
miles 
northeast of Cambrai to east of St. Quentin. 
As the German defense system in the center falls to the British 
and Am ericans the French and Am ericans from Rheims to east of 
the Meuse are smashing their way northward threatening the im port­ 
ant junctions cf the railw ay tunning eastward from the broken St. 
Quentin-Cambrai line. 
East of the Hindenburg line in the St. Quentin-Cambrai area the 
Germ ans are reported to have prepared no defenses until a line im­ 
m ediately east of the frontier is reached. 
East of this line, whicn 
would run through Vaienciennes. the Germans have the line of the 
Meuse. 
In capturing Cambrai and breaking through the German de- 
fenes to the south the British and Am ericans took more than 8.000 
prisoners and a large quantity of guns. 
Near Prem ont the Am ericans 
captured an entire German artillery position of three batteries.

eyes. ears, back or other parts of 
the body, and a feeing of severe 
sickness 
In most of the cases the 
symptoms disappear after three or 
lour days. the patient then rapidly 
recovering; some of the patient*, 
however, develop pneumonia, or in 
f laminal ion of the ear, or merlin 
git is. and many of tfmse rom plicat­ 
ed cases die. 
Whether this so 
called “ Spanish” influenza is idea 
lien! with the epidemics

known. 
Epidemics of influenza have vis 
it cm! this country since 1647. 
lf !*■ 
interesting to know that tnis first 
epidemic was brought here from 
Valencia, Spain. 
Since that time 
there have been numerous epid* rn 
ics of the disease. 
In 1889 and 
1S9<» an epidemic 
of 
influenza, 
starting somewhere in th** Orient, 
spread firs! to Russia, and then*-** 
over practically the entire civiliz 
cd world. 
Three veals later there 
was another flareup of the dis 
case.

Although the present

is called “ Spanish influenza.” there 
is no reason to believe that it or

How can “ Spanish influenza” ne 
recogniz cl? 
There is as vet no certain way 
in which a single case of “ Spanish 
influenza” can be recognized: on 
Hie rn hoi- hand, recognition is ease 
where there is a group of cas. a 
contrast to the outbreaks of or 
dinavy coughs and 
colds, 
which 
usually occur in the cold month* 
epidemics of influenza may occui 
at any season of the year, ’ hits Un 
present epidemic raced most

coughing or sneezing, forceful talk 
ing. and tho like bv one who al 
ready has the germs of ‘he dis j 
ease. 
They may also Ie* carried 
about ir the air in the form of 
dust coming from 
dried 
mucus, 
from coughing and 
sneezing, 
or 
from careless people who spit or. 
the floor anc! on the sidewalk. 
As 
in most other catching diseases 
a person who has o ily a mild at 
tack of the disease Ii im self mav 
give a very severe <■ Hack to oth 
ers. 
What should he done by those 
who catch the disease? 
It is very im port an* that every 
person who becomes sick with in 
fhienza should go home at once 
and go to bed. This will help hoer 
away dangerous complications and 
will, at the same time. I:cep the 
patient from scattering the disease 
tar and wide. It is highly desirable 
that no one be allowed to sleep in 
the same room with the patiem 
In fact, 
no 
one 
but 
the 
nurse 
should he allowed in the room. 
If there is cough aud sputum oi 
runnig of the ryes and nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis 
charges are collected on bits of 
gauze or rag or paper napkins and 
burned. 
If the patient complains 
of fever and headache, bt should 
be given water to drink 
a coid 
compress to the forehead, and a 
light sponge. 
Only such medicine 
should be given as *r, prescribed 
by the doctor. 
It is foolish to a d- 
the druggist to prescribe and mav 
be dangerous to take the so-called 
“ safe, sure and harmless” remedies

manufacturers. . 
If the patient is ho situated that 
he can be attended only by son.- 
one who must also look after oth 
cfs in the family, »* is advisable 
that such attendant wear a wrap 
per. apron, or gown over the or 
riinary house clothes while in the 
sick room, and slip ibis off when 
leaving to look after »lie others. 
Nurses and attendants will do 
well to guard against breathing in 
dangerous disease germs by wear 
ins a simple fold of gauze or mask 
while near tho patient.

How can one guard against in 
fluenza? 
In guarding against disease <*r 
all kinds, it is impoitant that the 
body be kept strong and able to 
tight off disease germs. 
This can 
be done by having a proper pro 
portion of work, play, and rest, by 
keeping the body

clothed, 
and by eating 
sufficient, 
whole­ 
some and properly selected food 
In connection with diet, it is well 
to remember that milk is one rf 
the best all-around foods, obtain­ 
able for adults as well as children.
